Strutting | 
about in silver lace and childish gew-gaws, more 
| suited toa siwash than an English gentleman, 
| he foolishly reckoned upon the veneration and 
respect of the native tribes. But, heathens as 
they are, they are shrewd enough to. distingnish 
between mere tinsel and the sterling metal. 
“Biscuit and molasses” are-all very well in their

Governor Donglas has-proved himself just 
aboat as ingompetent to-marjage the Indians as 
to govern the whites. And) although the diffi- 
culties and depredations to which we have alluded 
have been most outrageously exaggerated, yet 
they are sufficiently important to prove that 
unless‘a thorough Indian policy be soon® intro- 
duced we may very likely have our hands fall 
enough of trouble with them. The Indian, asa 
genera! rule, only. seeks to molest and jnjure 
the whites in retaliation for some wrong, real or 
imaginary. | That wrongs haye been and are 
every day ¢ommitted by the so-called Christian 
races which have cone in upon their “hunting 
grounds” there cap be no, doubt atall, The 
first step will be to remove the cause and then 
the effect will soon cease. 

We have more than once pointed: out the ne- 
cessity as well as justice of secing that the In- 
dians were properly protected in the possession 
of their property, or, when it is desirable to re- 
move them, suitably compensated for the same, 
and ‘we have re peatedly warned Government 
against the, danger of permitting matters to con- 
tinue as at|present, a course which could hardly 
fail th. lead to fatal and. sanguinary results. It 
is always much easier to prevent an Indian war 
than to quell one. But admonition and warning 
seem alike thrown away upon our indolent and 
obtuse Government.

The 
Tilinois troops, as usual, behaved! with the great- 
ext gallantry, The loss on oar side is 150 killed 
and 500 wounded. We have taken 1000 prison- 
ers. The enemy’s loss in killed and wounded is

Wasninetox, May 9.4—The following has been 
received from Grand Gulf by Gen Halleck : We 
landed at Bolingsburg April 30, and marched di- 
tect to Port Gibson and met.the enemy, 11,000 
strong, four miles south of that place, at two 
o’clock on the morning of the Ist, We engaged 
and fought him all day, entirely routing him, 
with the loss of many killed and wounded, and | 
abont 500 prisoners, besides the wounded. Our 
loss is about 100 killed and 500. wounded. The 
enemy retreated towards Vixburg, destroying 
the bridges over the Bayon Pierre. They were 
rebuilt, and the pursuit continues to the present 
time. Four field pieces and some) stures were 
captured, and the enemy destroyed mach more. 
The country is the most broken and difficult to 
Operate in of any Iever saw. Our victory is 
complete and the enemy is thoronghly demoral- 
ized.—Signed, Grand Gulf, March 6, to Gen. 
Halleck.

Tue Prize Essays.—It may now be fairly as- 
sumed that the Government of British Columbia 
has no intention to publish the Essays for which 
£60 of the public money has been paid. Know- 
ing as we do the ability of the gentlemen who 
got them up, we have every assurance that they 
contain much information about this Colony 
which would have been most valuable had it 
been published in proper time, but which would, 
of course, possess comparatively little interest or 
value now, as what was a trae description of the 
country eighteen months ago would not be so 
now. Why have not these Essays been given 
to the world? The only answer we can give, 
and we have every’ reason to believe it is the 
true one, is that they were not complimentary 
enough to the Government to meet the views of 
those in authority. As the matter now stands 
$250 of the people’s money has been paid for the 
private amusement of Governor Donglas and 
Secretary Young! The public have been treat- 
ed most improperly and public funds most im- 
properly squandered in this affair. The. next 
tinie Governor Douglas offers a prize for an Es- 
say upon the country, if he should ever do so 
again, no one but a flattering toady would for a 
moment think of entering the lists, for none 
other would atand the slightest chance of being 
treated with common courtesy.

Anotner Loan oF $250,000.—We think it is 
very unfortunate that the Imperial Government 
should have consented to a further loan of £50,- 
000 fur this Colony. It is a very pleasant thing 
to have good credit‘and through that credit be 
able to get plenty. of money to spend ; but we 
are seriously disposed to question the policy of 
spending more than the entire revenue of the 
Colony upon the single department of road mak- 
ing. . The cost of making roads in|the interior 
must become less every season, and, at present 
high rates, it is too much to spend close upon 
half @ million of dollars in one year upon roads. 
The policy, too, of saddling the Colony with so 
heavy a debt when we are upon the eve of 
sweeping organic changes is very questionable. 
It is neither doing justice to the country nor'to 
whoever may be appointed to govern it. -Roads 
are good; but there is such @ thing as paying 
too dear for the whistle.
